When Plane Crossed Line Timer

An electrical timing device that re- 
cords hundredths of a second was 
used for the Pulitzer Trophy and 
other races of the air meet. It was 
purchased from a speedometer com- 
pany for the Indianapolis automobile 
races and perfected by Odis A. Por- 
ter, a nelectrical engineer, who has 
timed numerous important. sport 
events during the last 10 years. Por- 
ter operated it at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field. 


The device consists principally of a | 


fine chronometer, a tiny electric mo- 
tor to revolve the works, with a fric- 
tion clutch that automatically cor- 
rects errors of time every second, and

65,000 PAD TO SEE 
PULITZER AIR- RAE 


Receipts From Ticket Sales 
During Meet Estimated 
at $125,000.

Approximately 85,000 paid admis- 
sions was the record attendance at 
the Flying Field yesterday, Barney 


W. Frauenthal, chairman of the 
Ticket Committee, announced laat 
night. The turnstiles at the en- 


trance recorded between 80.000 and 
81,000 paid admissiogs. 

“In addition, there were several 
thousand who were admitted without 
passing through the turnstiles wién 
the crowd became jammed on scv- 
eral occasions,” he said. “We have 
had no opportunity to check the ad- 
missions accurately, but I believe an 
estimate of 85,000 is very close. We 
took in over $30,000 cash at the gates 
yesterday, but numbers of those ad- 
mitted had purchased tickets down- 
town previously.” 

Many thousands more stood in 
spaces to which no admission was 
charged,. so that it was generally 
agreed by persons accustomed to es- 
timating large gatherings, that the 
spectators exceeded 100,000. 

“Att@ndance on the first two days 
of the meet averaged about 20,000 
each,’’ Frauenthal added. ‘‘We had 
more than twice as many paid ad- 
missions yesterday, when the Pulitz- 
er Trophy race was staged, than on 
both previous days.” 

Frauenthal estimated that receipts 
from all sales of tickets at the Field 
and downtown were about $125,000. 
He said he had been following the 
finances of the meet rather carefully 
and was convinced that sufficient 
was taken in to meet expenges. 

Business men and others here 
subscribed about $170,000 to the 
fund used to prepare the field and 
meet other -expenses. The damount 
taken in for admissions is expected 
to fall about $50000 short of the 
original contributions, but the value 
of permanent assets at the field is 
easily $50,000, Frauenthal said. Con- 
tributors will be given stock in the 
company holding these permanent 

assets In proportion to their original 
contributions, he added.

Aviation has 
succeeded baseball, both as a hobby 
and a profession, for Lieut. Williams.

Pylon No rising from a plowed 
field near Machens, St. Charles 
County, was not situated favorably 
to draw a large crowd. About 500 
persons gathered there to watch the 
race. Their cars were parked ina 
meadow close by. Most of the spec- 
tators gathered on the “inside”’ shel- 
ter of the pylon, though a few bold 
spirits ventured to dare fate beneath 
the turning point. Near the foot of 
the pylon, and almost beneath the 
line of flight, a group of five women 
sat upon an Indian blanket spread 
on the plowed ground. One of the 
women was doing fancy work as the 
raucous airplanes shot overhead.

Spectators Mostly Farm Folk. 

The people who saw the race from 
this point were mostly St. Charles 
County farm folk. It was observed 
by those who drove the 14 miles 
from St. Charles that nobody was at 
home on the farms along the roads. 
Everybody had driven to the pylon 
for the big show. For this reason 
most of those who drove out from 
St. Charles mace several extra miles 
before they found the place, there 
being nobody to give them road di- 
rections. And there were more 
roads than really were necessary. 

Most of the crowd was on hand 
early. They waited rather impa- 
tiently for the first plane to appear. 
When Lieut. Sanderson in his red 
Wright fighter flew out of hazy 
space into visibility there was a glad 
shout of joy. 


STUNT FLYERS DO DAREDEVIL 
FEATS OVER HEADS OF CROWD 


One of the best vantage points of 
any group of spectators of the 
Pulitzer Trophy race was in the car 
or the TC-3, Scott Field airshin, 
which ‘‘anchored” in the air south of 
the field and remained till the race 
was over. It had appeared at noon 
as one of the special features of the 
day, and landed afterward for a 
while. 

After the Detroit News Air Mail 
Trophy race was over there was an 
hour’s orgy of stunt flying by com- 
mercial pilots, competing for a $25 
prize. They skimmed close to spec- 
tators’ heads, zoomed up, looped, 
did barrel rolls, ‘‘jazzed"’ and other- 
wise disported themselves. Charlies 
Holman of Minneapolis, Minn., won 
the prize. Lillian Boyer, one of the 
women flyers, had stood on a wind 
while a plane looped the loop, then 
hung by her teeth from a rope on 
the plane.

Watchers on the ground—100,000 
or more of them—saw Lieut. Wil- 
liaams in his Curtiss racing air- 
plane win the~ Pulitzer Trophy 
race at Lambert-St. Louis. flying 
field yesterday afternoon. There was 
no applause. Scarcely a cheer went 
up. 

Man had gained 37.87 miles an 
hour in his eternal fight with Time 
and Distance. On wooden wings he 
had vied with the wind. The earth 
was a little nearer to the stars, after 
that race—the world a trifle small- 
er. 

Neither speeches nor cheering 
seemed exactly appropriate. Most 
of the racing pilots picked a path 
directly above the crowd for the last 
mile of their laps, just before they 
turned the grandstand pylon. If 
the spectators had spoken what Was 
in their hearts at these times they 
would have blurted something like, 
“Why can’t you take vour_ ships 
over the course the judges fixed for 
you?” At the moment it would 
have seemed reasonable. To the 
crowd, the air over the empty field 
was fully as good for flying. 


Neither Here Nor There. 


On the third lap, Lieut. Williams’ 
plane appeared above the trees to 
the west of the course.

SIX TY-SIX TRILLION MELONS. 

Below its a little figuring which I have done 
in connection with a watermelon: 

You often hear of the enormous rate at 
which flies, insects and certain bacteria re- 
produce thenrselves. You have also heard of 
the man who began with one grain of wheat, 
planted it and harvested the yield. planted this 
yield the next year and continued this opera- 
tion, sowing the following rear the seed he had 
harvested the year before, for five years. I 
forget the amount of wheat, but he hadga lot 
of wheat.at the end of the fifth year. This 
story does not concern itseif wtih flies, rab- 
bits. or wheat, but tells a tale of a Missouri 
watermelgn. 

We will begin with the assumption that one 
ee04 will produce two 46-pound watermelons, 
We fill plant this one seed next spring, 1924, 


harvest our two 403-pound melons and eat them, 
save the seeds and pliant them in the spring 


of 1925. We will continue this procedure until 
ths «pring of 1928. At that time, if we planted 
four seeds to the Rill and the hills eight feet 
apart each Way, we would require an area 
equnl to one-tenth of the surface of the earth 
to plant the seeds. If each of these seeds 
raised the official two 4%-pound watermelons, 
ws would have 66,355.200.969.6090 melons to 
eat, or approximately 33.178 watermelons to 
every man, woman and child tn the world. if 
each of these persons ate one méion per day, 
it would recuire $1 years to consume our crop. 
But, if we saved all our seed from the fifth 
year crop and planted them, we would need an 
area 1:0 times the area of the surface of the 


earth. Some watermelon field.

EARLY PRESIDENTS.» 
SIGNED SHIPS’ PAPERS 


Signatures of Washington and 
John Adams on Clearance 
Documents. 


By the Associated Press. ' 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Modern 


presidents may have a large amount 


of routine work devolving upon 
them, but there are some details, at- 


tended to regularly by their early 
predecessors, that are hardly con- 
sidered important enough nowadays 
to refer to the White House. 
Among these, according to Charles 
Kohen, Washington philatelist and 
document collector, was the trifling 
detail of. signing ships’ clearance 
papers. Among a number of ancient 
documents EKohen recently picked up 
were two such clearances for small 
vessels, one signed “G. Washington,” 


the other bearing the large,*scrawled 
signature of John Adams. 

The paper signed by Washington, 
in September, 1794, attested the fact 
that the 82-ton schooner “Eliza” of 
New York was owned by citizens of 
the new nation and was duly allowed 
to set sail for the West Indies with 
a cargo of flour, hoops, ' onions, 
staves, shingles and scantlings. The 
form was made out in English, 
French and Dutch. ‘ 

The document signed by President 
Adams bore also the counter signa- 
ture of Timothy Pickering, Secre- 
tary of State; was dated August, 
1798; showed the nationality of the 
sloop, “Endeavour,” and gave it 
leave to depart from Portland, Me., 
to Demerarra, with a cargo of 
boards, oars, butter, fish, flour, tar, 
pitch and beef. 

The most interesting part of these 
clearance papers was an attest at 
the bottom of the sheet praying 
“Most Serene, Serene, Most Puisant 
Puisiant, High, Illustrious, Noble 
Honorable, Venerable, Wise and 
Prudent, Lords, Emperors, Kings 
Republics, Princes, Dukes, Earls, 
Barons, Schepens, Judges, Council- 
lors’ and a long list of other offi-

“Stokes pulled a pile of photographs from 
his pocket and said they were pictures of his 


wife. I protested that I did nut recognize the 
woman. The next aay Stokes took me to see 
Anna Johnson, formerly day housekeeper at 
the Everleigh resort. He showed her the 
same pictures, but .t+ failed to identify them. 
We sought out ‘Vic’ Shaw, a notorious dive- 
keeper; Lorraine Woods and Vidlet Phelps; 
all the negro maids who had worked at the 
club, doormen and taxi drivers; and a police- 
man who once raided the den and arrested 
its inmates.”’ 

Then, the physician continued, the million- 
aire sent him to New York to interview Min- 
nie Everleigh, one of the sisters who once 
operated the resort. “I saw Minnie Everleigh 
und showed her a »'cture of Mrs. Stokes,” said 
Dr. Rosenberg. “She declared that she did 
not recall any such person, and that to the 
best of her knowledge she had never seen Mrs. 
Stokes. She added? that she wouldn* identify 
Mrs. Stokes even if she could, and that she 
thought Stokes was a beast to try to defame 
his wife.”’ 

The physician deciared that Stokes made re- 
peated visits to his office, and frequently said 
he ‘‘would certainly make it worth my while 
if I could remember that I had seen his wife 
in the Everleigh Club. I refused.’’ 

“T.am a defenseless woman fighting alone 
for my honor and the honor of my children 
against a crafty old man with millions behind 
him,.’”’ declared Mrs. Stokes to the State’s At- 
torney. “I have affidavits to show that my 
husband engaged ~ former maid at the Ever- 
leigh resort on a salary to act as his guide 
to the seattered former inmates of the club; 
and that a notorious character admitted to an- 
other woman she had received $1000 for an 
affidavit identifying me as Helen Norwood. 
One woman cautioied another over the tele- 
phone to refuse to identify my picture until 
she was paid ‘enough dough so you'll never 
have to work again.’

| “Easy Money” Plentiful for Witnesses | 


“Another woman was approached, and urged 
to ‘get in on the easy money’ by making an 


affidavit against me. I have information that 
a lawyer was paid $2500 for procuring an af- 
fidavit from Mrs. Millie Phillips, a hairdresser, 
who swore she dressed my hair under compro- 
mising circumstances. I have learned also that 
in the last two months this lawyer spent $1200 
in one evening at the home of one of the most 
notorious women in Chicago, in an effort to 
get her aid in ideatifying me as a former in- 
mate of. the Everle2igh resort.” 

As a result of her complaint, 22 subpenas 
were issued, and many old characters of Chi- 
cago’s former bright light district were dug 
up out of their obscurity. It was alleged that 
Stokes had attempted to prove his wife as a 
girl had had a friendship with Wallace Tyler, 
a negro dive-keeper now dead, and that she 
had borne a mulatto child. 

Lorraine Woods and Bernice Hoyt, ques- 
tioned by the Stat’sa Attorney, said they had 
been asked to ideatify as a picture of Helen 
Norwood an old photegraph taken in 1906, and 
showing a girl seated at the wheel of an old- 
fashioned electric automobile. Both said they 
refused. 

Thomas Lynn, former sergeant of police, 
testified he had been offered money to sign 
an affidavit that he had booked Mrs. Stokes, 
under the name of “Helen Norwood,” after a 
raid on the Everleign Club 15 years ago. He 
declared that he declined. 

Benjamin Harrison, a negro, gaid that Stokes 
sent him to Denver two years ago to get in- 
forfmation from negroes there—Denver is Mrs. 
Stokes’ home—detrimental to her. When he 
returned without the information, Harrison 
said, Stokes refused to pay him a bonus of 
$2000 which was promised him if he would 
“get something’ on Mrs, Stokes. 

James H. Lee, a negro Deputy Sheriff, con- 
fessed that he was paid $75 to get in touch 
with others who would make affidavits. “It 
was explained to me," said Lee, “that evidence 
was wanted to show that before her marriage 
Mrs. Stokes had been an inmate of the Ever- 
leigh Club. The first person I asked, a former 
housekeeper, told me it was ‘all bunk.’ But 
the next six made affidavits.”

Mrs. Stokes confrcnted these makers of al- 
fidavits, mostly negroes, in the office of the 
State’s Attorney, and defied them to identify 
her as a habitue of the Everleigh or any other 
resort. Frank Hubert, one of the affiants and 
a negro, declared that the Norwood girl he 
knew was not Mrs. Stokes at all. “She was @ 
little girl,” he said, ‘ with bobbed hair, and her 
name was not Helen but Dorothy.” Nellie

to vigorous action against the negro witnesses she named and many of them have confessed 
that they took money to make wholly unfounded statements against Mrs. Stokes. 


Finnich, an aged negress, who also made an 
affidavit identifying the picture of Mrs. Stokes 
as that of the Norwood girl, confessed that she 
had been paid $10 to sign a paper. “I can’t 
read,”’ she added, “and I don’t know what 
was in it.’”’ 

Charles Burnish, negro, said he received $5 
for signing an affidavit which he did not read. 
John Seott, negro, testified he was hired by 
Dan Nugent, Stokes’ New York attorney, to 
obtain affidavits from persons formerly iden- 
tified with Chicago's night life. His pay was 
$75, he said. 

“When I learned to just what lengths my 
tusband had gone in his efforts to destroy 
me,’”’ said Mrs. Stokes, “I was astonished. Why, 
the man must be cravy. I can show by docu- 
mentary evidence every move I made from 
childhood to the time I married. Everybody 
in Denver knows ws and knows my family. 

“My grandfather was Chauncey Elwood, an 
Illinois pioneer, who lived for years in De Kalb 
County. My grand uncle was the founder of 
tre American Steel & Wire Co., and was many 
(imes a millionaire. I was brought up in Den- 
ver and attended Miss Wolcott's School for 
Girls. Then I attended the National Park 
Seminary for Girls at Washington, D.C. Aft- 
erwards I spent a year in Europe, with Miss 
Georgia Miller, a most estimable maiden lady, 
as chaperon. 

“Tl made my debut in Denver, after return- 
ing from Europe, and later went to New York 
with my brother-in-law and sister, Dr. and Mrs. 
Wilbur Hendricks. I first met Mr. Stokes in 
his own Ansonia Hotel in New York, where 
my sister and her husband were living.

Circumstances of Marriace.

Charlies Webb 
ia the son of the late Charlies Henry 
Webb, author and journalist. The 
€on, @ graduate of Yale in the class 
of 1887, and a member of the Sons 
Of the Revolution, became a curb 
trader, financing his operations with 
an inheritance of $100,000. He lost 
all this sum in Wall street ventures 
-Ten years ago he met the family 
of 8. Jennings Gorman. Mrs. Ger- 
trude A. Gorman did not favor 
Webb's suit for the hand of the 
Gaughter, Gertrude E. Gorman, then 
23 years old. Miss Gorman was will- 
ing to become Mrs. Webb.

Inherite! $2.000,000 From Mother. 
Mrs. Gorman died in December, 
1920.

560,000 outright and some $590,000 
or $606,000 in trust. Her will pro- 
ided thet if the daughter died child- 
less the inheritance was to revert to 
relatives specified in the instrument. 
If there was issue of her daughter's 
marriage, the will gave the daughter 
the right to dispose of her inheri- 
tance by will. 

The trust fund was placed in the 
etewardship of the United States 
Trust Co. It included a five-story 
business building at i180 William 
street, the four-story building at 226 
Madison evenue, which had been the 
Gorman home for four generations.

On Four-Wheel Brakes 


There is little difference mechanically between two- 
« wheel brake and four-wheel brake mechanisms. 


Front-wheel brakes are merely added capacity, of 
conventional design. All four brakes are operated by 
the foot pedal. 


The emergency brakes on rear wheels or transmis- 
sion, operated by the Aand lever, are retained in all 


four-wheel brake systems. 


Controversy already exists between four - wheel 
brake advocates as to the relative merit of external or 
internal types of brake pressure on front wheels. 


Theduplication of parts, added weight, and increased 
friction of four-wheel brakes are common knowledge. 


If four-wheel brakes were necessary, safe, and simple 
in operation, their existence would be justified, even 
with these impedimenta. 


The factory makes proper adjustment of clearances 
between brake linings and drums. : 


After the factory ships the car, its responsibility 
ceases for brake adjustments, and the responsibility 
is shifted to the owner. 


Electric starters, battery ignition, and vacuum 
tanks are acknowledged developments in the evolu- 
tion of the automobile. They are built complete, 
encased in housings by the factory, are practically 
automatic and require few adjustments. Four-wheel 
brakes are in an entirely different category. 


Numerous dealers and factory branch salesmen 
selling four-wheel brake cars, are already advising 
buyers that the front brakes may be disconnected, if 
they are not wanted. This would mean, of course, 
that the extra weight and impedimenta would be car- 
ried around uselessly. 


Other front-wheel brakes are adjusted for such 
weak pressure that they cannot lock the front wheels, 
and the brakes are thus merely camouflage. 


Four-wheel brakes will cause more trouble and 
accidents in a month than they will prevent in a year. 


In fact, the Rolls-Royce Company states that “‘they 
show such decidedly dangerous disadvantages that 
they are considered unsafe to put in the hands of the 
general public, and are not nearly the equal of the 
powerful, efficient, lasting, and easily equalized brake 
design now employed in our design.”’ 


Four-wheel brakes have been a bone of contention 
in England since 1910, and yet today only 5 or 6 of the 
150 odd English makes of cars use them at all. Several 
manufacturers use them as optional equipment, or 
furnish them on one of their models only. 


Adherents of four-wheel brakes claim that they 
(1) permit quicker stopping and (2) prevent skidding. 
These are the only claims made for four-wheel brakes. 
With front-wheel brakes fully applied, quicker stop- 
ping is possible. This is not denied. 


That quick stopping which locks the front wheels 
is an advantage, is vigorously denied. Such stopping 
is positively dangerous, because steering control is 
immediately lost. 


The claim that four-wheel brakes prevent skidding 
and sliding is denied. No matter what kind of brakes 
are used, skidding will occur if wheels are locked be- 


fore the momentum of the car is offset by the resist- 
ance of the road or pavement, whether dry or wet. 


Skidding on wet pavements can be reduced to,the 
minimum, with either two- or four-wheel brakes, only 
by slowing down speed and gentle brake pressure with 


clutch engaged. 
Disadvantages of Four- Wheel Brakes 


Against the only advantage (7?) of four-wheel brakes, 
namely, quicker stopping, there are six serious dis- 
advantages which make them mechanically imprac- 
ticable, dangerous, uncomfortable, and expensive to 
owners, as follows: 


1. Danger of Accidents. With permission, we quote 
from a recent circular of the Rolls-Royce Company to 
their dealers, upon which we cannot improve: 


“Basically, the fault with front-wheel brakes lies in the 
danger of front-wheel skids, which are uncontrollable and 
consequently vastly more dangerous than a rear-wheel skid. 

“It must be appreciated, first of all, that for their ability to 
steer the car the front wheels depend on their rolling motion. 
When front wheels cease to roll they lose all power to steer 
the car, which slides straight ahead on a flat road, or into 
the ditch if on a crowned or cambered road. 

“‘When the brakes are used in an emergency it is of primary 
nom yt ey that the direction of the car - ver be under con- 
trol; that is, that the car can be steered from the time that 
the brakes are applied until it is brought to a complete stop. 

“‘When an obstacle suddenly presents itself (as in night 
driving) the driver’s instinct is to immediately apply the 
brakes as hard as possible. 

“If, under these conditions, the front wheels are suddenly 
locked, disaster may overtake the driver, through inability 
to control the car’s direction, even though it may stop 
before meeting the obstacle. 

“In traffic driving the ability to dodge—to control the 
direction of the car—is of almost equal importance with the 
ability to stop. 

“On a wet or sprinkled city street, gran that the 
front-wheel brakes were ectly equalized, my car would 
slide straight ahead unable to take advantage of traffic 

conditions, either right or left. 

, _ “If the brakes were not perfectly equalized, immediately 

| the pressure was applied, the front wheels would take on a 

(skid, which would be uncontrollable, in whichever direction 

ithe equalization of the brakes was faulty. 

' “In traffic dri , under most favorable conditions 
fectly equalized es and dry pavement) a sudden applica- 
tion of the brakes checks the car so precipitately that cars 
following have been known to crash into the car ahead, 
causing a rear end wreck through not having stopping room 
: “It is, of course, obvious that front-wheel brakes present 
double the difficulty of keeping the brakes properly equalized. 

“Aside from the above apparent defects in front or four- 
wheel braking, there is the stiffen effect on the 
to take into consideration when the brakes are applied, 
the drag on the steering unless the braking effects on both 
wheels is absolutely equalized. This, of itself, constitutes 
a serious disadvantage reflected in the handling of the car.”’ 


2. Adjustments by Owner. Brakes must be properly 
adjusted, lubricated, and kept free from dirt, gravel, 
and foreign substances, to prevent unequal pressure 
of brakes and possible locking of front wheels. The 
burden of this responsibility rests on the owner, not 
on the factory. 


3. Added Impedimenta and Lubrication. Four~- 
wheel brakes double the number of parts in the brak- 
ing mechanism, add about one hundred pounds of 
unsprung weight to the front end of the car, and 
create from twenty to thirty additional places (mostly 
inaccessible) requiring lubrication which must be 
applied by hand. 


4. Decreased Car Efficiency. The added weight, 
extra parts, and increased friction resulting from four- 


wheel brakes decrease to some degree the efficiency of 
the car. Poorer acceleration, reduced hill-climbing 


ability, and increased gasoline consumption result. 


5. Harder Steering and Control. The increase: in 
unsprung weight, added parts, and friction neces- 
sarily increase the strength required to steer the car 
and to operate the brakes. 


6. Expense of Maintenance. Extra service work in 
repairing, adjusting, and relining brakes puts the car 
in the shop oftener and increases the expense of 
maintenance. 


Patent Situation 


Four-wheel brakes have been in existence for about 
twenty years, during which time thousands of patents 
have been taken out in Europe and the United States, 
many of which have expired, and it is very doubtful if 
there are any basic patents preventing the use of 
four-wheel brakes. 


European Experience 


European manufacturers have experimented with 
four-wheel brakes for two decades. English manu- 
facturers generally refuse to use them, although there 
are a few exceptions. 

French manufacturers use them more generally, but 
many cars are equipped with ‘‘servo mechanisms,”’ 
which are an added attachment intended to prevent 
locking of front wheels, insure equalization, ease the 
pedal pressure, e*c., but this device introduces further 
complications of weight, lubrication and expense.

The follow- 
ing article exposes the humbuggery of most of the 
soralled gayety of “gay Paris.”’) 


By KARL K. KITCHEN. 


HE most distinguished historian in 
Europe, Guglielmo Ferrero, told me 
the dance craze on the Continent was 
the inevitable relaxation after a period 
of nervous strain and tension. He said 
dancing was just as popular in Paris 
at the time of the Directoire as a re- 
laxation after the horrors of the guillotine as it is 
today. And he cited the revived interest in terp- 
sichore after the Napoleonic wars and after the 
Franco-Prussian conflict. 

But after paying the checks at the leading dancing 
establishments in Paris this summer—including the 
Quatre Arts ball—I feel justified in remarking that 
the after-effects of wars are more terrible than the 
wars themselves. 

This is not a slander on Paris or the Parisians. 
It is merely the truth about the parasites who infest 
the so-called City of Pleasure. 

For the naughty, wicked night life of the French 
capital has more in common with the east side of 
New York than it has with the French people who 
live along the Seine. 

The most popular dancers at the most exclusive 
places—-exclusive only in the sense of being ex- 
pensive—are boys and girls from New York’s Ghetto. 
And the most popular bands are jazz organizations 
of east side youths. 

In short, the ‘“‘gay life’’ of Paris is the ‘“‘bunk,’’ 
as I will show you. 

Of course, if you enjoy paying fictitious prices to 
see such eminent Anglo-Saxons as the Dolly Sisters 
—who hail from Hungary—perform their old dances 
to the tunes of a Grand street band, it is all right 
with me. And if you are willing to part with a wad 
of francs to watch Harry Pilcer—another so-called 
“American favorite’’—go through his contortions, 
well and good. It is too much for me—but perhaps 
my stomach is not strong enough for such “enter- 
tainments.”” Besides, I can see the same thing right 
here in New York without being short-changed by 
French menials and jostled by semi-intoxicated, semi- 
annual buyers for dress establishments. 

There is no occasion to list the names of the so- 
called “American entertainers’’ who have been ap- 
pearing this summer. Suffice it to answer the ques- 
tion, “Were they entertaining this summer?” in two 
words: “Not very.” 

No, the more I see of Paris—and I have visited it 
hearly every summer for the last 12 years—-the more

I am convinced that it is the most overrated city 
in the world, from the pleasure seeker’s standpoint. 
Of course, if you like a city where there is one price 
for natives and another for Americans, where prac- 
tically everything is closed for, two hours in the 
middie of the day when you want to do business, 
where the taxicab drivers will take you only if they 
happen to be going the same way, where you are 
short-changed and cheated dy shopkeepers and res- 
taurateurs, and where you, as an Amefican, are 
openly despised and laughed at, I'll give you Paris. 
You can take it and like it. 

But I'll stick to provincial France, where the na- 
tives do not take so mucb pleasure in their land 
that there is little or no pleasure left for anyone 
else. 


This doesn’t mean that I do not have a good time 
in Paris. I do, in spite of the fact that I do not like 
the Parisians. 
they like 
instance—-their art, their cuisine and—ahem- 
wines. 

But far more objectionable to me than the Pari- 
sians, with their absurd belief that their capital is 
the center of this earth planet, are the so-called 
artists from the east side and Eastern Europe, who 
take it upon themselves to represent America over 
there. 

Take an evening at the Quatre Arts ball, for in- 
stance, for it is true the real Parisians rarely think 
of visiting the dance places where +: 4 merican enter- 
tainers’’ hold forth. 

The Quatre Arts ball is considered quite an event 
in so-called bohemian circles in Paris. It is held 
but once a year—in June—and only art students, 
their models and distinguished guests are supposed 
to be able to attend. I paid 500 francs for a ticket 
—about 30 berries in real money—and I was as- 
sured that it would be a most exclusive affair of its 
kind. 

“A fete at Pompeii’’ was the idea behind the ball, 
and I was told to get a Roman cos- 
tume and to say that I was an art 
student at somebody’s atelier— 
otherwise I would be refused ad- 
mittance.

It was determined that th 
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the assumption that a rust spot or corrosion, either 
in a groove or on a land, in the barrel and rem «> 
from the muzzle, would mark a bullet so that it 
would be recognized as a mark of identification on 
this particular weapon. The marking of the bullet 
by pitting or corrosion within the barre! is of prac- 
tically no value in determining the gun that fired 
it. Hundreds of experiments have been made by 
firing bullets through new guns from the factory and 
the bullets have been found to be scored as much 
as in the case of guns with rusty or pitted barrels. 
When five gums are selected. four of which are 
new and one old and rusted, and the firing test is 
made, it is impossible to distinguish between bullets. 

Properly, the first question is whether the bullet 
is used in revolvers, pistols or rifles. It is then 
possible to determine the make of the gun, pistol or 
revolver as the case may be. The first marks of 
identification are useful simply as a preliminary to 
the next problem. The exact width of a land and 
a groove has been determined by proper and exact 
methods, but the next step is to measure all of them 
consecutively at the muzzle end from the right to 


A compound microscope, with mucrometer accurate 
to .oooor of an inch, used in measuring iden- 
tification marks, blood corpuscles, etc. : 
the left around the barrel. It will be found that the 
grooves and the lands vary measurably in width, 
due to unavoidable inaccuracies in the manufactur- 
ing process. 

The first thing, therefore, is to determine whether 
the mortal bullet was fired from the defendant's 
gun and if the marks were made by the rifling at the 
muzzie of his gun. The measurements around the 
muzzle of the gun showing the width of the lands 
and the grooves will correspond to the marks on the 
bullet if it was fired from that gun. The final mark- 
ing of the bullet comes from the muzzle of the gun 
and any marks or measurements in the center of the 
barrel or at the breech are of no consequence in the 
test. Near the base of the bullet, which is last to

Cases frequently occur where suspicion points to 
a person as guilty of murder where, in reality, the 
slain person was killed by a self-inflicted wound. 


Certain definite steps are taken to prove such con- 


ditions, and may be well illustrated by a suicide case 
a short time ago. 


In a small village in Eastérn New York, where the 
principal industry is the manufacture of cotton and 
woolen goods, there lived a young man and his wife, 
to whom we will give the name of Brown. Living 
with the young couple was an aged uncle of, sfrs. 
Brown, feeble and in poor health. He had no occu- 
pation, but through thrift in his earlier days had 
accumulated some money, which was deposited in a 
focal bank. Mr. and Mrs. Brown were employed in 
the mills. The uncle contributed a small sum at 
Stated intervals toward his support and was cared 
for tenderly by the young people. 7 


One morning the uncle was reported as having 
been found shot, by Brown; and Brown was reported

Investigation of the financial 


The Coroner, the District Attorney and the County 
Detective had been long in the service and all were 
experienced in the handling of suicide and homicide 
cases. To them the defendant’s alleged ‘‘conscious- 
bess of guilt’’ meant danger and possible miscarriage 
of justice: for innocent people often behave in the 
same manner as guilty ones. They knew that it was 
bossible for a person trained and skilled in the analy- 
sis of gunshot wounds and weapons to examine the 

y, the weapon, the bullet and the conditions sur- 
rounding the death of the victim and determine 
whether murder had been done or death was caused 
ty the victim’s own hand. 

Therefore, the body was subjected to a critical ex- 
4aMination by Hamilton, which was short, for he 
knew at once where to look and what to expect, no 
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matter whether the victim committed suicide or was 
murdered. He first examined the wound at the 
entrance and discovered smal! grains of black gun- 
powder in the edge of the hole in the skin. The sur- 
face showing the powder smoke deposit was less 
than one inch in diameter? It is known that in a 
case of suicide it is possible for a weapon to be found 
several feet from the hand of a victim who has 
fallen on the floor. The forefinger, or trigger finger, 
of the right hand was examined with the microscope 
and the naked eye, and the mystery was solved. 

There was a deposit upon the right side of the 
forefinger extending about three-fourths of an inch 
backward and forward from the middle knuckle, 
made there at the instant the trigger was pulled. 
The thin opening betwéen the rear of the revolver 
cylinder permitted the smoke from the discharged 
cartridge to escape ahd deposit on the finger. A 
section of skin was removed from the finger and filed 
with the Coroner, and as this was certain evidence 
of suicide, it outweighed all statements of the neigh- 
bors as to the so-called consciousness of guilt which 
to their minds were suspicious actions. 

From these cases we turn to the Far West to make 
a comparison between primitive methods which were 
employed in a man hunt and the scientific methods

introduced to establish the guilt of the hunted man. 
Our attention is directed to the sun-baked elevated 
plains of Arizona, near the Mexican border, where 
there dwelt, in an adobe hut, an old man of con- 
siderable wealth, who had the very bad habit of keep- 
ing his money in tin cans about the premises. Ulti- 
mately he was found robbed and murdered, his head 
crushed in by a blow, and in the bargain his throat 
cut with his own knife. 

An Indian was enlisted to trai] the murderer, and 
followed him for many miles over a complicated 
course. The first point of interest on the pursuit was 
a hut before which a fire had been built, as marked 
by smoldering ashes. Inside a piece of a man's 
undershirt was found buried. with two blood spots 
on it. at opposite sides, apparently over the wearer's 
hips. Raking over the ash pile disclosed a few pants 
buttons, shirt buttons and even fragments of a shirt. 
The trail then led past a blood-marked boulder, and 
finally into a half-breed village and to the hut of 
a Mexican of good repute. Here there was found a 
stranger, whom the woman of the house had taken 
in that morning and given food. She declared in

The suspect was tried, and given a life sentence. 


her broken English that she did not know the man, 
nor did she have any idea where he came from. He 
was arrested as the murderer suspect and the Sheriff 
walked him about for a short time to enable Eagle 
Eye to study the footprints. The tracks made by 
the man were declared to be identical with those that 
had been followed for so many miles. 

A casual inspection disclosed no injuries on the 
man’s body, and his clothing was clean and without 
evidence of bloodstains except on the thick edge of 
the sole of the right shoe, where there was a dark 
red deposit about a quarter of an inch in diameter. 
It appeared -to.the-. Sheriff to be a bloodstain, and 
when the Mexican was asked to explain its presence 
he replied that he had been riding a burro and he 
must have prjeked the animal with the stirrups, ac- 
counting for the blood on the inside ga the shoe 
which would have been next to the ani@@® There 
was some plausibility to the story, but it was now 
possible to abandon the crude methods of the Indian 
scout, and bring modern science to bear upon the 
problem. A small portion of leather containing the 
bloodstain was cut carefully from the shoe and was 
taken from Arizona to Auburn, N. Y., where it was 
submitted to an examination by Hamilton, who made 
a chemical and mjcroscopical analysis and reported 
that the stain on the shoe had been made by human 
blood. 

At this point it will be necessary to digress from 
the thread of the story long enough to say that there 
is a simple chemical! test for determining if a stain 
upon any object is blood. but to determine whether 
or not the blood is from a human being or from an 
animal is a more difficult problem. Blood is com- 
posed of thin colorless liquid plasma, filled with 
red disks or cells. with one white globular cell to 
every three or four hundred red ones. The blood is 
no more red than the water of a stream would be 
if it were filled with little red fishes. Suppose the 
fishes to be very small, as small as a grain of sand, 
and crowded close together through the whole depth — 
of the stream. Under such circumstances the water 
would look quite red, and this is the way in which . 
blood looks red. 

The red disks or cells are so small] that 3500, 
placed side by side,.would measure only an inch, and 
it would take 16.000, laid flatwise upon one another, 
to make a column of that height. Under the micro- 
scope the cells or corpuscles are found to be rounded 
at the edge and concave on both sides, and have a 
tendency to collect in piles like rolls of coin. They 
are continually forming in the blood and as con- 
stantly dying. The size and shgpe vary in different 
animals, and those of animals vary from cells of 
human beings, and by means of a microscopical ex- 
amination it is possible to distinguish human blood 
from that of animals. ‘ 


After the blood examination. Hamilton said that 
if he could go to Arizona, where al! of the exhibits 
were kept, he could, by means of his methods of ex- 
amination, determine if the accused man were guilty. 
In the meantime, the Mexican had been indicted for 
murder and was awaiting trial, and Hamilton went 
to Arizona, as he desired to do, and made some im- 
portant discoveries. The shoe from which the blood- 
stain had been removed was examined with a high- 
power microscope, when it was found that a small 
row of holes on the shoe cap was nearly filled with 
fine ashes and it had undoubtedly been used to stir 
the fire where the bloody clothing had been burned 
by the hut, discovered in the earlier part of the man 
hunt. 

The 
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portion of the undershirt which was buried 
was next examined, and it was found that the blood 
had coagulated on the inner surface, showing that 
it had not come from the outside and soaked through. 
It was therefore evident that the blood came from 
the person who wore the shirt. It was also evident 
from the location of the stains that the b'ood had 
either come from the thighs or from the crotch, 
where it might have stained the back and the front 
of the shirt (Continued on Page 12.)

buy. 
| [don’t share the Parisians’ enthusi- 
| asm for dancing with coal-black cabaret 
_ ladies—-despite my admiration for the 
| black race. I don’t like the way French 
women have of staring at your wife—or 
sweetheart—if she happens to be any- 
thing but French. I don’t like people 
who use toothpicks in public. I don't 
like to have my favorite dish garnished

with a roach or a fly. I don’t like to 
have a sommelier or wine steward tell 
me what vintage I ought to drink. I 
don’t like to have the date or the num- 
ber of the establishment added on my_ 
check. And I don’t like to be gypped by 
taxicab drivers after the theater or when 
it rains, when I am at their mercy. 

In addition, I don’t like to have a 
Parisian try to explain why France can’t 
pay her debt to America when statistics 
show that there are several hundred 
men in France with incomes of over 
1,000,000 francs a year, and also that 
its per capita wealth is the greatest in 
Europe. 

From which you will gather that I am 
not particularly enthusiastic about Paris 
and the Parisians, despite the fact that 
the franc is nearly 18 for a dollar and 
going lower. ‘ 

I must say that I found Paris cheaper 
this summer than last—when the franc} 
was worth 9 cents instead of 6, but the 
Parisians are pretty adept in advancing 
their prices to keep them level with New 
York and London. For which they can't 
be blamed. However, when the franc is 
25 for $1 it will be nearer its real value 
even the present low exchange is’ 
“pegged.” 

When one dines under the trees at the 
Chateau de Madrid, whick is about the 
last word in dining piaces, or when one 
views the brilliantly illuminated Place 
de la Concorde, one is impressed by the 
sheer beauty of Paris. But if a caterpil- 
lar falls on your plate, or a taxi driver 
becomes insulting, you ate soon brought 
face to face with realities. 

I am not the type of American who 
wants to start a new war to find out 
what the last one was about. Nor when 
I am short-changed by a Parisian shop- 
keeper do I feel that we Americans pick 
out funny people to go to war about— 
as I sometimes do in Cuba. 

I know the virtues and the shortcom- 
ings of Paris—and I sympathize with

Eastern Orthodox Christians will go to bed on the night of Sept. 30, 
by their old Julian Calendar, and arise next morning on Oct. 14 
—Adoption of the Gregorian Calendar was agreed upon at a 


meeting in Constantinople last 


May — Practically the whole 


Christian world is thus brought into step chronologically, but 


8,000,000, including 500,000 in 


the calendar established by Julius Caesar in 45 B. C. 


O MOST Americans it will mean 

very little when 13 good days of 

24 hours each die a-bornin’ at 

midnight of Oct. 13. But to the 
many thousands of Eastern Orthodox 
Christians in the United States, and to 
more than 100,000,000 of them in the 
world at large, it will be a momentous 
event, for on that occasion, the cal- 
‘ndar established by Julius Caesar -in 
5 B. C. will yield in official surrender 
to the Gregorian calendar, to which 
all Western peoples are accustomed. 


According to the Julian calendar, the 
hour mentioned wil! not be midnight of 
Oct. 13. It will be midnight of Sept. 
30. In May last, however, it was decreed 
5y a “Pan-Orthodox Congress’’ held in 
Constantinople by all the Eastern Na- 
tional Churches that the faithful who 
rise from their beds on the morning 
after shall say: ‘This is Oct. 14.’ That 
episode will not only make October the 
shortest month in history for the mil- 
lions of men and women who participate 
—~it will put virtually the entire Chris- 
tian world into chronological step for 
the first time since the Gregorian calen- 
dar was created in 1582. 

When Imperial Caesar found time to 
1968 years ago, that the cal- 


trouble setting things right 
egain. The planets might not obey him, 
but mankind was better disciplined. So 
he ordered the people to use the same 
date for 90 consecutive days, and in that 
simple manner got rid of three super- 
fluous months. And to care for all 
future slack between the sun and the 


had no 


calendar devised by his mathematicians, 
Caesar invented leap year, with its Feb. 


29, and gave orders that his own future 


| generations make use of it every four 
| years. 


That reform was entirely practical 
But the unlisten- 


trip about the sun in a little less time 
than Caesar’s estimate. So by the year 
1582 another disparity of several days 
had accumlated between real time and 
official time, and Pope Gregory XIII 
took steps to corregt it by reducing 
celightly the number of leap years. This 
was accomplished by ordaining that 
every hundredth year should not be a 
leap year unless it were exactly divisible 
by 400. That is why the year 1960, 
although efenly divisible by 4, was not 
a leap year. 


For all of Western Europe and Amer- 
ica, that Gregorian calendar has heen 
the standard for a long time. But the 
Eastern Orthodox Church, not respon- 
sive to papal decrees, remained loyal to 
the Julian computation, so that when 
the World War came in 1914, all of its 
myriad members and some half dozen 
Governments were 13 days behind the 
rest of us. Turkey made the first break 
when, in 1917, it adopted the Gregorian 
count. That same year Czarism was de- 
stroyed in Russia and the soviet govern- 
ment soon after abandoned the Julian 
chronology. Serbia, now a part of Jugo- 
clavia, and Rumania made the change 
in 1919. 


These desertions left the capitals of | 
Creece and Bulgaria the only places 
where the Julian calendar retained offi-| 


the United States, will stick to 


holidays were observed by the great 
majority. The directors of many Amer- 
ican industries which employ big num- 
bers of Eastern Europeans have found 
it much less entertaining, however, to 
have their pious,orthodox workmen in- 
sist upon observihg holidays for a sec- 
ond time, when the belated Julian ¢al- 
endar caught up with our own. 

In some Eastern countries where 
Governments made the change ahead of 
the church this confusion has reached 
special heights of exasperation, for feast 
Gays are more numerous and more wide- 
ly observed there, and holiduys have 
been overlapping so bad!y that they 
threaten to exceed work days in num- 
ber. 

When the orthodox churchmen gath- 
ered in Constantinople in May to end 
this scramble of days they were not con- 
tent to adopt the Gregorian ‘calendar 
without reservation. The Serbian astron- 
omer, Prof. Trpkovic, had ascertained
